President Cleveland Ac- 
cepts the Post-Dis- 
patch Invitation. 


He Will Visit St. Louis in 
September. 


The President’s Word Pledged to the Visit— 
He Seldom Makes a Promise, He Says, 
but When He Makes One He Keeps It— 
Mayor Francis Impresses Mr. Cleveland 
With the Cordiality of the Popular Invi- 
tation—How the Big Book Was Suggested 
and How the Suggestion Was Carried 
Out. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May B. he Presi- 
dent has formally accepted the mammoth in- 
vitation from the citizens of St. Louis to 
visit that city in the fall which was guggested 
by the Post-DisPaTcH. The committee bear- 
ing the invitation to the President which left 
St. Louis Saturday night, arrived here this 
morning and were received by Mr. Cleveland 
in the Cabinet room at the White House 


at 11:80. 
MAYOR FRANCIS, 


the Chairman, delivered the following ad- 
dress: ‘‘We are here, sir, representing the 
citizens of St. Louis, and for the purpose of 
tendering you and your estimable wife a 
cordial invitation to visit that city during the 
coming fall. We recognize that the high 
position of Chief Executive of this nation, 
while the most honorable within the gift of 
mer, entails arduous duties and grave re- 
sponsibilties, and we are proud to testify that 
you have discharged them with ability, fidel- 

ity and firmness, and to the eminent sat- 
isfaction of the people at large. There is 
a large section of your jurisdiction, however, 
with which you have no personal acquaint- 
ance. Its development may be said to have 
hardly begun, and its possibilities are almost 
beyond conception. Untiring devotion to 
duty has resulted in marked efficiency of the 
Administration, and bas earned for you a well- 
merited respite from labor. The West, already 
powerful in influence and unlimited in re- 
sources; the Mississippi Valiey,the producer of 
most ot the surplus products of this country, 
and the greatest contributor to its wealth 

merits the consideration of a personal visit 
from the highest official of the National 
Government. There can be no question as to 
the warmth of the welcome with which you 
will be received. The people of St. Louis, 
with wonderful unanimity and great enthus- 
lasm have endorsed this movement, and we, 
representing the citizens and the 
Municipal government, are the bearers 
to you of this formal invitation 
to favor us with your presence. It bears the 
signatures of our city, State and federal 
officers, of our Boards of Trade and other 
associations, and of many thousand citizens. 
The National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic will be held in St. 
Louls during the last week of September 
and on the 27th of that month there will bea 
grand parade of that organization, in which it 
is estimated will appear at least 100,000 veterans 
of the late war. The General Committee 
of Arrangements for the reception and enter- 
tainment of that encampment has already 
invited you to be present and review the pa- 
rade. Inthe name of our entire people, we 
desire herewith to supplement that invitation 
and suggest the occasion as an appropriate 
one to visit St. Louis. Our fall festivities, how- 


ever, extend through the month of September 


and October and ff during that period any 
other time would be more agreeable or con- 
venient to yourself, our welcome would be 
none the less sincere, but we prefer your 
coming during the encampment. This dele- 
gation of gentlemen, representing all par- 
ties, all creeds and all interests 
of our city have quit their vocations. 
and in response toa popular demand of our 
people have come hither us the bearers of this 
missive to you. Ifany further evidence is de- 
sired as to the esteem in which we hold you as 
an Official, or the respect which we entertain 
for you as a man, it will be furnished in 
the earnestness of our greeting and the genuine 
character of our Western hospitality. In this 
invitation to yourself and wife we desire to in- 
clude your Oabinet. as well. We have per- 
suaded ourselves that your reply will bea 
favorable one, and none other will be accept- 
able to those whose messengers we are.’’ 
THE PRESIDENT ACCEPTS. 

Mr. Cleveland appeared in excellent spirits. 
He listened attentively to the address of Mayor 
Francis, and in reply said he would accept the 
invitation with pleasure. ‘ 

It is hard work for me to make a prom- 
ise,’’ Mr. Cleveland added, smiling, ‘‘but 
when I do, I try to keep it.’’ ; 

Mr. Oleveland said he hoped to visit St. 
Louis in time for the G. A. R. Encampment. 
The members of the committee were then in- 
troduced to the President, and after ex- 
changing a few social courtesies withdrew, 
greatly pleased with the success of their mis- 
sion. Inquiries were made after Mrs. Cleve- 
land, and the President promised to bring 
her with him.

THE PRESIDENT 

made a brief reply, in whicn, after expressin 
his appreciation of the compliment extende 
to him, he said that, while it was absolutely 
oe to anticipate the 1 of the 
public service so far ahead as ptember, he 
could pot now see why he should not visit St.

THE INVITATION, 


History of the Popular Movement Inaugu- 
rated by the Post- Dispatch.“ 


The Post-DISPATCH can with all modesty 
claim most of the credit for the success of the 
movement to bring President Cleveland to 
this city In the fall. 

Without the mammoth popular invitation 
the President would not have pledged his word 
to a Western visit. 

Without the Post-DISPATOH there would 
have been no mammoth popular invitation. 
The Post-DiIsPaTcH originated the idea of 
supplementing the invitation of the Grand 
Army Encampment Committee with an invi- 
tation from the people. 

The invitation of the Grand Army Committee 
had been received in Washington and pigeon- 
holed. 

The President would probably never have 
given it a second thought. 

He had not thought it of sufficient import 
ance to require a formal acknowledgment. 

The President receives formal invitations to 
reunions every day. 

The Post-DISPATCH suggested an invitation 
from the people of St. Louis. 

The POST-DISPATCH suggested that the 
Mayor take the matter in hand. 

At the request of the Posr-Disr ron, Col. 
Nelson Cole introduced a resolutſon, which 
was passed by the Grand Army Enoampment 
Eqecutive Committee, requesting ithe Mayor 
to take this step. ad 

The Post-DISPATCH suggested the big book, 
and the committee accepted the suggestion. 

The committee, with the aid of the Posr- 
DISPATCH, Obtained 40,000 signatures to the 
mammoth invitation. 

And the President has accepted it. 

When the Post- DISPATCH starts ina certain 
direction, whether toward the Municipal As. 
sembly or the White House at Washington, it 
usualiy gets there without much waste of 


time. 
HOW IT STARTED. 


Ata meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the National Encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic held at the Lindell Ho- 
tel in February last, a special com- 
mittee was appointed to invite the Pres- 
ident of the United States to visit the 
city during the encampment to begin 
September 26. That committee consisted of 
D. R. Francis, Mayor; Frank Galennie, Presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ Exchange, and Gen. 
John W. Noble, Commander of Frank P. Blair 
PostG. A. R. On Thursday, Maroh 17, the 
Posr- DISPATCH published the text 
of the invitation which was dated February 
20, and had been forwarded February 2%. 
On Friday March 18 the PostT-DISPATCH sug- 
gested editorially thatthe committee ‘‘make 
themselves an agency by which the universal 
wish of our citizens may be conveyed to the 
President by an invitation which shall con- 
tain the signature of every one who 
joins in the invitation; an Invitation which 
shall be unique, exceptional, historical and 
monumental; an invitation which will make a 
gigantic volume, of leaves of vellum, magni- 
ficently bound, signed with the sign manuals 
of 200,000 subscribers, and worthy of being 
preserved at the Capital of the nation for- 
ever.’’ 

On the same day and on the day following 
D. P. Grier, Chairman of the Grand Army 
Committee, Frank Gaiennie, President of the 
Merchants’ Exchange and other prominent 
citizens were asked for their opinion of the 
project and all of them unanimously ap- 
proved it. 

On March 19 a communication from the Aug. 
Gast Bank Note and Lithographing Company 
was received. The Aug. Get Company 
offered to furnish the leaves for the 
mammoth invitation suggested by the 
Post-DISPATCH and to bind them when 
they had received the signatures of the citizens. 
The PostT-DISPATCH accepted this offer, 
provisisionally and called upon the committee, 
of which Mayor Francis was Chairman, to 
accept the proposition and act upon it.. The 
committee having its authority from the 
Grand Army Committee hesitated about acting 
without a reference to that body. : 

On Wednesday, March 23, tue ladies having 
the Kirmess in charge indorsed the project 
and pledged their signatures to the invitation. 

On Saturday, March 26, the General. Execu- 
tive Committee of the Grand Army Encamp- 
ment met at the Lindell Hotel. A representa- 
tive of the Post-DISPaATCH called upon Col. 
Nelson Cole just before the meeting and at his 
request Col. Cole introduced the following 
resolution: 

„As the General Executive Committee for 
the entertainment of the Grand Army has ex- 
tended tothe President of the United States 
and to Mrs. Cleveland an invitation to attend 
the Grand Encampment to be heid here in 
September next; 

„Resolved, That the Mayor of the City of St. 
Louis be requested to take such steps as in his 


of the St. Louis Agricultural and Mechanical 
Association;§. M. Kennard, President of the 
St. Louls Exposition and Music Hall Associa- 
tion; John W. McCullagh, President of the 
Trades Display Association; George B. 
Thompson, Chairman, and John 8. Moffitt, 
Secretary of the Illumination Oommittee; 
John G. Priest, O. H. Sampson, D. P. Grier; 
Nelson A. Cole, C. C. Rainwater and S. W. 
Cobb. To this committee were afterward 
added R. M. Scruggs, Jos. Specht and R. H. 
Kern. 

The committee held its first meeting - Thurs- 
day, March 31. At this meeting the sug- 
gestion of the Post-DisPaTcH and the offer of 
the Gast Company were unanimously adopted. 
It was resolved also to invite the members of 
the Cabinet and their wives to accompany the 
President. 

Immediately the Gast Company prepared 
the blanks for signatures and the committee 
proceeded to distribute them. They were 
signed by the Mayor, the Municipal Assembly, 
the Police Department, the Exchanges, the 
Post- DISPATCH and the citizens of St. Louis. 

Two weeks ago the signatures were all in 
and the preparation of the leaves for binding 
was begun. 

On Friday last ths binding of the book in its 
carved wooden covers was completed. 

On Saturday evening last the members of the 
committee boarded their special car on the 
train for Washington. As the train pulled out 
P. 8. Drown presented to the committee a 
beautiful floral piece. 

On Wednesday a majority of the committee 
will return to the city. 

It now becomes the citizens of St. Louis to 
call a meeting to prepare a reception and pro- 
gramme of special entertainment for Presi- 
dent Cleveland and his wife. 


FOREST FIRES. 


Several Towns Threatened— Horses Cremated

DETROIT, Mich., May 23.—Specials to the 
Evening Journal from the Upper Peninsula 
report the forest fires still raging. From all 
parts of the Peninsula comes reports of con- 
tinued drouth, andthe danger to many towns 
is as evidentas atany previous time. Baraga 
narrewly escaped the fate of Lake Linden yes- 
terday. At last reports Ironwood was threat- 
ened, but the wires are down and no news bas 
been received since last night.

Horses Cremated Alive. 


JERSEY Crrr. N. J., May 23.—The United 
States Express Company’s stables, at Hender- 
son and Eighth streets, was almost consumed 
by fire yesterday morning. On the second 


floor nearly three hundred horses were kept. 
A dozen young men rushed in and worked 
assiduously in saving the horses until they 
were forced to retreat before the flames. They 
succeeded in saving all but thirty or thirty- 
five horses. The loss on stock and horses is 
estimated at between $30,000 and $40,000. The 
building was damaged to the extent of $25,900. 


A Business Block Burned. 


DETROIT, May 23.—This morning at Delray, 
below Detroit, a fire started in Boston’s 


saloon and destroyed four business buildings, 
causing a loss of $12,000; partially insured.

THE RESTORATION OF LANDS GRANTED TO 
RAILROADS, 


Secretary Lamar Outlines His Course in 
Laad and Indian RBeforms—Vigorous 
Action at the Start—The Selfridge Case— 
Cause of the Trouble Between the Com- 
mander and the Admiral—News From the 
National Capital. 


New Yorn, May %.—A Washington special 
to the Herald says: Your correspondent had 
a conversation yesterday afternoon with Seo- 
retary Lamar in regard to the question of Land 
reform and Indian reform. The letter to the 
President on the revocation of certain indem- 
nity withdrawals is only the first step toward 
a general revocation of indemnity withdraw- 
als remaining in all parts of the country, as 
he stated in his letter in these words: 
„Steps will de taken in reference to the 
indemnity lands of the other land grant 
railroads, with a view to restoration of these 
lands to settlement (allowing a given and rea- 
sonable time to make their selections), as 
soon as the department possession of 
such information as will enable it to act intel- 
ligently in making allowances to said com- 
panies of, indemnity lands in lieu of those lost 


in place. 
LAMAR CAUTIOUS. 


Secretary Lamar sald: ‘‘I am by the habit of 
my mind a cautious man, and take pains to in- 
form myself fully of all the circumstances of a 
case before I begin to act, but when I have be- 
gun action I do not turn back, nor hesitate, 
nor delay. I am fully convinced that all the 
lands which have been withdrawn from settle- 
ment at various times to allow the land-grant 
corporations to select indemnity lands 
from, ought to be reopened without 
delay to settlement, and this is what 
I tall do. Every indemnity with- 


drawal will be revoked by me without un- 
neonate delay. My first order on the sub- 
ject simply clears the ground for the complete 
action on which I have determined.’’ 

Have you any objections to this being 
known?“

The Selfridge Affair,

WASHINGTON, D. C., May %.—Secretary 
Whitney is generally commended by the om - 
cers of the naval service resident in Washing- 
ton for his action in the Selfridge matter.

The signal is under- 
stood to direct giving way to the starboard. 
In doing this the Britannic turned across the 
Celtics bow.

MRS, AMSDEN WEAKENS 


A CONFESSION WHICH PARTIALLY IMPLI- 
OATES HER HUSBAND. 


Details of the Tragedy on the River 
Bank Brought Out Piecemeal—The 
Young Wife of Amsden, the Prisoner, 
Turns State’s Evidence, but Disap- 
points the Police—Her Story in Detail 
—The Tragedy Still Unsolved, 


An inquest on the body of John Murd ock. 
who was murdered some time Wednesday 
night or Thursday morning, near the mouth of 
the River Des Peres, was commenced this 
Louis Ams- 
den, alias L. A. Osborne, who is suspected of 
the murder, and his wife, Jessie Amsden, were 
present as prisoners. A number of witnesses 
from Jefferson County were present. It was 


‘11:20 o’clock when the inquest was opened. 


Judge R. J. Madison of Jefferson County 
was the first witness called. He knew 
the deceased; John Murdock, some six or 
seven years. He was a man between 50 and 60 
years of age, in the opinion of the witness. 
Murdock had told witness that he came from 
Indiana, where he had a wife living. He did 
own a farm, but separated from his wife, leav- 
ing her in possession of the place. ‘The wit 
ness regarded Murdock as an inoffensive man. 
The witness also knew Louis A. Amsden, the 
prisoner. He never knew him by any other 
name until after Murdock had been killed. 
Amsden first became known to the wit- 
neas in October or November, 1885, 
when the prisoner was engaged to clear 
ten acres of land for dim. The 


prisoner afterward raised a crop of corn and a 
crop of tatoes for him, on shares, but the 
witness thought Amsden got both their shares. 
At any rate, the witness got very little of the 
corn or potatoes. The witness had an indis- 
tinct idea that he had seen a revolver once in 
the prisoner’s house on a table, but was not 
certain. His idea was that it was and old, 
rusty weapon, and he thought Amsden made a 
remark about it being an old pistol he had 
had some time. The weapon shown him by 
the Coroner looked about as he imagined the 
weapon he had seen, but his recollection of 
the matter was very indistinct. 
POLICEMAN THOMAS QUIGLEY 

testified that he heard a report ofa pistol com- 
ing from the direction of where Murdock was 
found dead, shortly after midnigbt on the 
morning of the 19th. He heard dogs barking 
immediately afterward, but did not pay much 
attention to the matter at the time, thinking it 
was some fishermen frolicking. He and 
Policeman O’Brien had two prisoners whom 
they were taking to the station; were together. 
At the time he was about 400 feet away from 
where Murdock was afterward found mur- 
dered. Some ten minutes later there was a 
second report heard. Some time after- 
ward while he and Officer O’Brien 
were talking to Private-Watchman McCourt, 
Amsden told them that a man named Murdock 
had been killéd. The prisoner claimed that 
there were five men there at the time, and that 
he shot twice atthem. He arrested Amsden. 

Policeman O’Brien testified that he was 
with Quigley when the first shot was fired. 
After they had walked about three blocks with 
their prisoners they heard another shot. 
Later, Amsden told them of the murder, and 
they went back with him and found Murdock’s 
body. The witness found the revolver now in 
the Coroner’s possession near the tent,and also 
found a box of cartridges which were badly 
water-soaked. Amsden was much excited 
when the revolver was found, but both he and 
his wife denied all knowledge of it. Amsden 
winked at his wife not to talk. 

POLICE-SERGEANT M’ NAMEE 
was next called. He said that he was notified 
ot the murder about 5 o’clock on the morning 
of the 19th. Policeman Quigley telephoning 
him about it. The witness ordered out the 
patrol wagon and went down there. Amsden 
told him the story acout the tive men com- 
mitting the murder and his firing twice at 
them with his shot-gun. He was afraid to 
leave his wife until daylight. She told the 
same story substantially, but afterward ad- 
mitted that she had not seen any men,but that 
her husband had told her there were five men- 
there. An examination of Amsden’s shot- 
gun showed that it was loaded, and there was 
no evidence of it having been recently fired. 
The prisoner denied having ever owned a 
pistol in his life. As the witness was not 
satisfied with his story, he had him locked up. 
McNamee then went on to relate the result of 
bis investigations in Jefferson County. He 
told of a negro named Keys, claiming to have 
seen the revolver three times, and described 
it as being large with a brown wooden handle. 
He said it was similar to the one shown him 
by Amsden. Witness also related about Sims 
of Amsden having a ren 
Newman had seee 
Wesson 32 calibr 
revolver, which was rather long and similar to 
the one shown him by the witness. Newman 
lived in Alton and had seen the revolver there. 
Mary Ann Yates, who worked in Amsden’s 
house, told him that Amsden had a revolver 
similar to the one shown her by McNamee, 
This morning, after Amsden’s wife had seen 
her mother and stepfather, she admitted that 
her husband had a pistol and said the one 
shown her was the pistol. She had denied all 
along that he had one, and said that she had 
done so because she thought they would both 
get off clear. 
W. J. WILLETT, 
living on Hebert street, this city, knew Ams- 
den in 1882 in Calhoun County, Illinois. The 
risoner was known as L. A. Osborne, and 
ived with his father-in-law, Mr. Woodard. 
He married Mary Woodard that summer. She 
died in 1883, r in child-birth, and he 
was suspected of killing her. The prisoner 
lelt there in the fall of 1883. 
THOMAS H. NEWMAN, 
a resident of Festus, Mo., did not know Mur- 
dock, but knew the prisoner’ for two years. 
He first saw him at Alton, III., in a quarry. 
The prisoner went by the name of Louis A. 
Amsden.’ The witness saw a pistol in the 
prisoner’s possession two or three times about 
two years ago last hey It was a pistol just 
like the one shown bim by the Coroner, but he 
would not swear it was the same weapon. 
The prisener told him it was a Smith & Wesson. 
LOUIS KEYS, 
anegro living in Jefferson County, testified 
that he had twice seen Amsden with a revol- 
ver, and it looked exactly like the weapon in 
the Coroner’s possession. He was satisfied it 
was the same weapon, but would not swear to 
it. He once offered to trade Amsden a watch 
for it. 

Mrs. Mery Ann Yates of Festus worked 
in Amsden’s house for eleven days and 
nights. She saw the pistol first in 
the safe, and sbe asked Amsden’s 
wife what it was doing there. She said it was 
‘*gome of Mr. Murdock’s doings.’’ She saw it 
in the trunk afterward. The witness supposed 
it belonged to Mr. Murdock. The revolver 
looked like the weapon shown witness by the 
Coroner, but she would not be positive about 
it. 

Henry Sims, also of Jefferson County, stated 
that Murdoch had told him that Amsden had a 
82-calibre Smith & Wesson. The witness after- 
ward saw a pistol in the prisoner’s house and 
it looked like the weapon the Coroner exhib- 
ited. Murdock said at the time that Amsden 
did not want it known that he had the pistol. 

Alec Richardson of Festus knew the pris- 
oner for about two years and saw him once 
with a pistol. He did not see the pistol well 
and could not identify it positively. It looked 
like the weapon now banded him. 

Hayden utherford of Jefferson County 
stated that he knew Murdock about two years 
and Amsden abouta year. He saw a pistol in 
the latter’s house last September or October. 
It was a rather large and old-looking pistol, 
but he could not swear to it.

RESPONSIBLE FOR EXISTING TROUBLES. 


Indian Deviltry in Montana—Raids of Bloods 
and Piegans Against the Crows—The 
Small Cavalry Squads No Match for the

FORT ASSINABOINE, Mont., May 16.—With the 
close of the Apache war last year the mind of 
the Eastern pubjic has apparently ceased to 
occupy itself with the subject of Indian depre- 
dations or campaigns in the West.

Sunday Drunks in New York. 

From the Philadelphia Times. 

The strict enforcement of the law against 
Sunday liquor selling in New York has closed 
the saloons of that city generally, but it has 
not decreased drunkenness on Sunday if the 
number of arrests are any indication. The 
arrests for drunkenness for the first three 
Sundays of May, 1886, averaged 195; for the 
first three Sundays of May, 1887, 900. The pro- 
portionate increase under the new regime of 
enforced law is accounted for by the natural 
inerease in population, but that leaves the 
drunkenness the same under a strict as under 
a lex enforcement of the law. The only en- 
planation favorable to the strict enforcement 
of the law is that thes, drunkards are more uni- 
formly arrested now than a year aso. This is 
quite possible and until this potnt can be de- 
termined the comparison will not be admitted 
by the temperance people, at least as proof 
that enforcement does not enforee.

SWALLOWED A LIZARD. 


The Dose Which Caused the Death of a 
Young Farmer. 


WELLSVILLE, Pa., May 23.—Frank Dishler, a 
young man living at Bolesville, Pa., died last 
night as the result of swallowing a lizard two 
weeks ago. Dishler was a hearty, robust man 
with a magnificent physique. May 6, which 
was an exctedingly hot day, he was at 
work in the field, and, overheating him- 
self, drank an unusual amount of 
water which was procured from a 
darkened spring-house, and he imagined 
“when too late, however, that something else 
had gone down with the water. In an hour he 
was taken deathly sick with cramps and pains 
in the region of his stomach. His condition 
grew worse for two days, during which he was 
seized with the most violent convuisions, in 
which it was thought he would die. A vigor- 
orous treatment was decided upon, and for 
four or five days he was denied food except 
a mouthtul of warm milk twice a day. 
agony during this ordeal was pitiable in the 
extreme. Finally a owerful emetic 
was administered, an after thirty 
minutes of terrible retching,. Bishler expelled 
an ugly lizard about two inches long that 
omitted. a detestable odor. The reptile was 
r lively after being forced into day- 
light, but died in an hour. ishler, who had 
been reduced from almost 200 pounds to scarve- 
Iylninety, began to improve at once, and his re- 
covery was deemed certain until oe 
when he was again attacked with violent 
vomiting spells, and died in a short time. A 
postimortem examination will be made.

That Hanlan will come near the time made 
by Gaudaur on White Bear Lake, or that 
Gaudaur will either, for all that, is not to be 
expected. Mr. J. A. St. John is inclined to the 
belief that the course, which is by no 
means a dead level, one, will preclude 


anything better than twenty minutes. He 
says that if the boundary line is at that figure 
the winner will do well. But should Gaudaur 
win and the time be some seconds over the 
twenty mark Hanlan should forever be silent 
thereafter. 

Both oarsmen are in splendid physical con- 
dition.

Therefore, we 
that the idea is a good onein every way. if 
the batsman does not get the right kind 
ofa ball from the pitcher he has ay 
earned his base and he should get this credit 
in the score. And right here | want to say a 
word against the giving of prizes of any kind 
for batting, base-running or fielding. It en- 
courages individual play a thing greatly to be 
deplored in base ball. The base runner is apt 
to be reckless in his work, and the success of 
the nine is considered as of less importance 
than his own. Ifl were connected with the 
management of anine, I would never aliow 
my players to be competitors for prizes 
offered in this direction. It is detrimental to 
discipline and the good working of the club.’’

The firm have widened 
the scope of their business, being forced to do 
so by the constantly increasing demand for 
anti-poolice. They bave made arrangements 
to meet this demand by. bringing largely in- 


creased supplies every day tothecity. They 
have arranged to receive now fifteen carloads 
a day, a total of more than three hundred tons 
if necessary. 
THE ICE-POOL MEN 

have done everything possible to drive and 
buy the firm out of the opposition, but with- 
out avail, and Mr. O’Brien says they are in to 
stay in ali summer and that there is 
not only — of ice to be obtained, but that 
it can be purchased and brought here at a cost 
which makes the wholesale price of from 88 
$4 as Ire as any one can desire.
